He 
did not dare fire the two Ministers. Eventually others became 60 
unhappy with the situation that they took it out of Abboud "δ᾽ hands.

coup d'etat by announcing without foundation an army move to assume 
power, merely displayed their weakness and thus foreclosed for some time 
at least ary possibility of their exerting great influence.

Two fricrds of mine, who are in close touch with develomments in the 
Philippines, are most concerned about the preccnt strained relations 
between that country and the US. Qne is a US businessman with mary 

years’ experience in the country ard the other is 8 Filipino who was 
very close to President Magsaysay and still has important political 

connections with the Garcia reginc. 


They have told and feirly convinced me that the rain cause for the 
rift between the countries is the Philippine Ambasscdor to the US, 
Carlos Rorulo. I could not believe this at first becauge it seemed 
te be so comletely cut of character. 


The story is that prior to the arrival in the US in June 1958, of 
Presicent Carlos Garcia, Rormlo had been forwardirg messages that a 
substantial US loan was a foregone conclusion and he could personally 
arrange it, in effect by a few telephone calls. After President 
Garcia reached Washington, Romlo told him that he had the commitment 
for USE100 millicn, which vas not true. Atc mecting with President 
Eisenhower, President Garcia mentioned the reeds of the Philippines 
and aiseniower replied in general terms about the US desire to be 
helpful. Taois Garcia interpreted as confirmation of Rormlo's 
statement about the loan. Garcia cabled his government to this 
effect and also made statements to the press at the tine of his 


departure. 


When the loan was vot forthcoming, Garcia became bitter and wos 
strengthened in his beliefs by further mislecding cables from Romo 
that the US was not living up te its agreement, that_he was working 
on it, etc. It was not until Garcia went to Japon /Decerber 1955/7 
and had ano pportunity to talk to my Filipino friecd that he got 

the true state of affairs. He asked my friend what wes happening in 
the US and was told of Rommlo's activities. 
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©, ον, Garcia is 45 8 dilemma. Ne hiwvelf would lock foolish for having 
been taten Lo by hie own ambassador, shoud he com out with the truth 
ami a@ke Tkxu:lo the scapegoat.

Further, 
Garcia cannot fire or mgmove Rosulo, without the necessary explonation,

The Sudan has cateapored, to miintain a position of strict neutrality since 
obtaining its independence and has tried to avoid any foreign entanglenente. g 
The main, reason has been that the Sadanese Government recognized the gravity Ἧ 
of the task of vital domestic economic development and felt that all energies 

must be spent in that Girection. It. joined the Arab League primarily from the ad 
standpoint of “brotherhood” but has still tried to remain completely neutral as- δ 
8 nation.

Nesirism, when in fact, Arab nationalism has been αὶ fact for years before Hasir. 
He added that the Sudan has had its troubles with lasir's Egypt but he did not. 
personally believe that Nasir had organized actual plots to overthrow the ..

During the period leading up to the dection, the majority of the Asian, Arab and 
independent African states backed Mahgoub’s candidacy because they considered his 
to be δὰ unencumbered positon, while Malik has become identified with the US. 

In addition, thie support was given to prove, by his election, the emergence . 
of the influence Gf small nations in the UH, as differentiated from the current 
leadership of the giants. Until Sunday, 14 δον 58, the Mahgoub group had 
pledgex enough to make it believe he would win. But at that point the US started 


actively to cempaign for Malik, This move was resented by Mahgoub. Although he 
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gocegnized the U8 need to honor its pledge to support Malik, he believed that 
US activities far exceeded the comaitment: to Malik, The Sxarese, however, 
vers not so. irritated as the Arab etstes, which felt that the US was trying to 
influence them to desert the man of their choice in faver of the US selection.
